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* SCHOOL 

COMMITTEE MEETING 

The regular February meeting 
of the School Committee of the 
County of Vulcan No. 2 was held 
on Monday, Feb. 8. Chairman of 
the committee, J. M. McKay, pre¬ 
sided and committee members 
Frank Thurber, A. McAlister, 
Earl Ericksen, Ray Wellman, 
George Moses and Eugene Burriss 
were present. Also present at the 
meeting were E. K. Hawkes- 
worth, superintendent and D. D. 
McQueen, secretary-treasurer. 

Mr. Hawkesworth quoted a 
number of items from the report 
of the high school inspectors on 
the visit made - to the County 
Central High School at Vulcan, 
and one of the principal recom¬ 
mendations made by the inspectors 
was that the county should con¬ 
sider providing a guidance officer 
for the school. Mr. Hawkesworth 
recommended that Leo Burton, 
teacher in the Lomond School, be 
offered the position of guidance 
counsellor in the County Central 
High School. It was moved and 
carried that Mr. Hawkesworth’s 
recommendation be adopted and 
Mr. Burton be asked to accept 
the position of guidance counsellor 
in the County Central High School 
at Vulcan. 

Mr. Hawkesworth spoke of the 
forthcoming project for inter-visits 
of school children throughout 
Canada, and advised that the 
County of Vulcan had been select¬ 
ed as one area where students 
would leave on a visit and also 
an area in which students from 
another part of Canada would visit. 
It was noted that there would be 
24 students selected from the 
County to make this trip, and the 
method of selecting these was dis¬ 
cussed. Mr. Hawkesworth suggest¬ 
ed that the selection should be 
made primarily on the basis of 
geographic locations so that each 
part of the County would be re¬ 
presented on this trip, and that 
students coming into the County 
would be billetted with parents of 
students who had left on a visit 
where it was thought advisable. 
The suggestion to select students 
on a geographical basis and other 
qualities of personality and con¬ 
duct was approved and Mr. 
Hawkesworth was authorized to 
prepare a questionnaire for the 
purpqse of obtaining information in 
respect to the students to be 
selected. 

The secretary-treasurer present¬ 
ed the list of requests for equip¬ 
ment from the principals. It was 
noted that the lists were quite 
extensive in most cases, and the 
approximate costs of the complete 
list would be $20,000. The general 
opinion of the committee was that 
this figure was a great deal in 
excess of the amount which was 
considered to be available for this 
purpose, and after discussing the 
matter, it was decided to adopt 
the policy of supplying equipment 
on the basis of $3.00 per pupil. 

The matter of Student Union 
funds was brought before the 
e omm it to e -and—it was noted that 
in many c£ses, Student Union 

funds amounted to a considerable 
amount of money and it was felt 
that some record and information 
should be filed in the county of¬ 
fice respecting the Student Union 
activities. It was felt that the 
committee should not interfere 
with Student Union activities, but 
that the unions should conduct 

their affairs in an orderly and 
business-like manner which would 
be reflected in a proper statement 
of operations for the year. 

The secretary-treasurer was in¬ 
structed to write to the principals 
and point out this matter, and 
ask that the Students Union bodies 
be properly organized with officers 
and that proper books and ac¬ 

counts be kept so that a complete 
statement of revenue and expendi¬ 
ture might be submitted to the 
county office at the end of the 
school term. 

The secretary reported to the 
committee that arrangements had 
been made to interview the School 
Buildings Branch in Edmonton in 
respect to the Arrowwood addition, 
that the meeting would be held 

at 2:00 o’clock on the afternoon 
of Feb. 16. A committee composed 
of Mr. McKay, Mr. Burriss and 
the secretary-treasurer was au¬ 
thorized to present the county's 
request again for a new structure. 

It was moved and carried that 
the county request J. Stevenson & 
Associates, Architects, to prepare 
a plan for the rebuilding, of the 
old rooms at the Brant School. 

The Teachers Economic Com¬ 
mittee composed of R. Toutnnt, 
Don Green and Mrs. Carrie Gra¬ 


ham interviewed the committee in 
respect to salary negotiations for 
the 1965-66 school term. The dis¬ 
cussions will be continued at a 
later date. 

It was decided that the school 
committee be represented by a 
bargaining committee consisting of 
Mr. McKay, Mr. Thurber and the 
secretary-treasurer.

COMMITTEE MEETING 

The regular meeting of the 
Municipal Committee of the 
County of Vulcan No. 2 was held 
on Wednesday, Feb. 10.

A letter from Alberta Govern¬ 
ment Telephones in respect to the 
cost of moving buried cable was 
read. The letter stated that the 
company would charge $250 per 
mile for moving cable in the 
event that the county widened 
the road by buying right-of-way. 
The members of the committee 
took note of this information and 
felt that while it was disappoint¬ 
ing that the company required 
this regulation, it was understand¬ 
able due to the fact that highways 
could be used for other purposes 
that road transportation. 

A letter from Alberta Govern¬ 
ment Telephones advising that 
the telephone line west of Vulcan 
would be buried in the near future 
and giving particulars of the pro¬ 
ject was read. It was moved and 
carried that this matter be 
approved. 

A letter from the Board of 
Transport Commissioners in re¬ 
spect ‘o the railway erc-stng im¬ 
mediately north of Ensign was 
read. It was noted that the CPR 
had made application to the board 
for permission to close the cross¬ 
ing as a public crossing and leave 
it as a farm crossing. As this 
matter had been dealt with pre¬ 
viously by the council, no action 
was taken. 

A letter from the Bridge Branch, 
Department of Highways, in re¬ 
spect to improvement of. the road 
W/SW 14-17-25-4, was read. The 
letter included a sketch plan to 
install a large culvert. It was 
moved and carried that the county 
approve the department's plans for 
this culvert installation. 

N. H. Bradley, engineer, was 
present at the meeting and dis¬ 
cussed with the committee plans 
and specifications for the proposed 
paving on the Lomond and Milo 
roads.

Validity of the Alberta Com¬ 
munal Property Act will be ruled 
on by the courts and, meanwhile, 
proceedings by the attorney-general 
against the Rock Lake Hutterite 
Colony, six individual Hutterites 
and eight men who sold land in the 
Brant area to them have been 
adjourned. 

The Hutterites claim, in a state¬ 
ment filed with the Supreme Court 
in Calgary, that the Act is ultra 
vires of the Alberta legislature, 
illegal and discriminatory. Intro¬ 
duced in 1942 and amended several 
times since, the act requires Hut¬ 
terites to gel cabinet approval for 
any expansion of colonies or the 
establishment of new ones. In 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba, the 
Hutterites have agreed to volun¬ 
tarily control land purchases. 
There are 1,600 members of the 
sect in Saskatchewan, 1,900 in 
Manitoba and 6,500 in 67 cononies 
in Alberta. 

It is anticipated that any Alberta 
Supreme Court ruling on the Com¬ 
munal Property Act will be carried 
to the Supreme Court of Canada.
